About one hundred forty five years after Chriſt, 
the Pauren hereticks, being the ſpawn of the 
Catapbrygians, whoſe father was Montanus, held 
the town called Pepuxa in upper Pbrygia, to be 
the new Jeruſalem, mentioned, Heb. 12. and 
Reu. a 1. Where Chriſt was to — eternally, 
whereas Cerinthus his raign was to laſt but a thou- 
ſand years; whoſe Sectaries were aſte:wards cal- 
led Chiliaſts, or Millinaries. As for the other 
branch of his opinion concerning the ſouls ſleep 
or death, and its reſurreQion or vivification. in 
the laſt day, that is alſo go novefty; bur an old 
hereſie maintained by the Arabian hereticks 4-

/ ſtand, that he aſcended up on high, led captivity 
capti ve, and gave liberal gifts ro men; yea, like- 
wiſe hath preſcribed divers laws ordinances, hath 
diſtributed divers rewards, and inflited divers 
puniſhments, and yet is no King? he confeſſeth 
to Pilate, that he was even at that time a King, 
when he ſtood before him, ready to ſuffer dear 
for his ſubjects: but withal acknowledgeth, that 
his kingdom was not of this world, and therefore 
refuſerh to be an carthly king. When Satan 
profferred him all the kingdoms of the world, 
Matth. 4. And when the 1 ſought to make him 
King, he abſented himſelf- If he was a King in 
his humiliation, ſhall he now be no King in his 
glory and exaltation? Now Mr. Hobbs gives us a 
reaſon (cap. 41.) why Chriſts K ngdom ins 
not till the reſurrection, Becauſe then be ſballre- 
ward every man according to his work and this is to ex- 
cute the office of 4 King.] This is a feeble reaſon, 
for a King may be a King, though he differ the re- 
wards or puniſhments which his ſubjects have de- 
ſerved. Shall we ſay, that David was not king, 
becauſe he did not reward Joab, Shimer, and the 
ſons of Barrillai according to their works, but 
left that to his ſon Solomon, both to reward Bergil- 
Lais ſons for their good ſervice to David in his af- 
fliction, and to puniſh Job with death, for the 
murthering of Abner and Amaſa; and likewiſe 
Shimei, for hisrailling againſt the king. There 
is a time for all things; even for puniſhments and 
rewards; and if the differing of theſe do ar 

no king, he may then as well ſay, that God =_ 
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ſelf is no King, who differred the drowning of the 
world one thouand ſix hundred years. And the 
puniſhing of the Amorites four hundred years. 
And ſo doth put off the rewarding of men till tlie 
world to come. But he tells us, { That Chriſt a- 
ſcribed kingly power to the Scribet and Phariſees, be- 
cauſe they fit in Moſes chair. But then Chriſt ſhould 
have wronged the Roman Governors, in whom he 
acknowledged kingly power, by paying tribute, 
and by ſuhmitting himſelf to (be judged by them. 
Their ſitting then in Moſes Chair doeth not imply 
kingly power; but their power in expounding 
the law of Moſes.

not to judge it;] For dividing of inhericances be- 
longing not to Chriſts ſpiritual kingdom; nei- 
ther was it the end of Chriſts comming to judge, 
that is to condemn the world, for the Greck 
word ſignĩſieth both, but to ſave it; for his name 
was Jeſus a Saviour, becauſe he came to fave his 
le from their ſins.

from the practice of Kingly government, which

Ariſtotle ſpeakes of a good not of a bad 
government, and ſheweth what ſhould be done, 
not what is done. Again, Ariſtotle ſhewerh that 
we ſhould rather obey good laws then bad gover- 
nors, and good governors rather then bad: laws, 
Polit. lib. 3 C. 3. ſo.that he will hare us obey all; but 
withall tells us, chat he who obeyeth bad laws; or 
bad governors, maybe a good lubject, but not 2 
good man. Beſides, his reaſons ate good why,we 


ſhould. 
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ſhould rather obey the law then the man, becauſe 
the Law is the Rule by which he ſhould govern. 
Secondly, hecauſe the law is impartiall, and not 
ſubje& to aſſections as men are, whom paſſions do 
ſo carry away, that either they underſtand not 
what is juſt, or if they do, they follow it not; yet 
he denieth act but in ſpme caſes the man is rather 
o be obeyed then the law; to wit, when the 
law iz obicure and intricate, or when itiis too ſe- 
vcre and rigid. In ſuch caſes the governor that 
— * and mitigate the Law, is to be o- 
eyed. | SY : 

What he {peaks (cap. 46.) againſt pri vat ſpirits, 
and forcing of mens conſciences, I am aat againſt, 
but his quarrel! againſ} the School. men ſor their 
barbarous termes, is need leſſe and witleſſe; for 
Philoſophers, have liberty to uſe ſuch terms as 
may make them intelligible: And it is uſuall in 
all Arts and profeſſions both Liberal} and Mecha- 
nicall: conſult with Phyſitians, Chymiſts, and 
Mathematicians, and you will find it ſo. For ficti- 
tious miracles 1 gpprove them not; but who can 
tell what is 6&icious what not, of things done 
many hundred years agoe. As for the Antipodes, 
which ſome of the Fathers denied, I have in 
that poynt cleared them elſewhere; as lik wiſe, 
I ſhewcd the vanity of that whimzicall opi- 
nion of the carths motion, at large in that book 
called, The ew Planet no Planet, and in that 1wrir 
in Latin againſt Lanbergus concerning his Pythe- 
gorical Chymera. If wy would have further ſatiſ. 
ſaction in that point, let them read what js write 
ren there; for I purpoſe not to beil Coleworrs 
twice. And whereas Mr. Hebbs ſaith, That it ap- 
pears every day more and more, that years and dayes 
' are determined by motions of the earth.] It may be ſo 
in his fancy; bur in the jndgement of wiſe men ir 
appeas leſſe and leſſe, and that it is the Sunne,

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not che Earth, vho like 4 Giant rejoyceth to row ,

In his 47. chapter he goeth about to overthrow 
Chriſts Kingdom in this world, as being an inven» 
tion of cheRomanifts and Preshyrerians to uphold 
their own greatneſs. To this purpoſe he brings 
in many controverted doctrines of the Church of 
Rome, as'the Popes power, ſucceſſion and infallibis 
lity, the Clergies priviledges, their fingle life, au- 
ricular confeſſtons, Purgatory, Canonzation, 
Tranſubſtantiation,&e. which have been ventila- 
ted and canvaſed pro_and con by many learged 
men, and therefore I need nor ſpend more paper 
abont them. Bur He ver the benefit or pretence 
was which: the Church of Rome had by maintain- 
ing dae Chriſt had a Ririgdom in this world, 
Nr Hobbs muſt be forced ro acknowledge that 
Chriſt hath a Kingdom here already on earth 
vhieh . began after his reſurrection, or elſe he muſt 
po word; and his own too; for heconfeſy 
ſed before that Chriſts Kingdome here was the 
Kingdom ef grace. But to ſay that any, either 
Romaniſt or Presbytertan, doth hold Chriſts King- 
dome here to be the Kingdome of glory, as Mr 
Hobs ſeemed in the beginning of this chapter to ĩu- 
tine, is to me altogether unknown, and I be- 
lieve to him alſo. For he will find in their Wri- 
tings, that the kingdom of glory is ro be in Hea- 
ven after the general} Reſurrection. Again, 1 
would know how Chriſts kingdom on earth can 
be a Roman invention to uphold their pos 
whereas this doctrine was preached by Chriſt 
himſelf, by the Apoftles and ch(r ſaceeſſors,whey 
= were under perſecution, and had no great- 


eto upheld but their greatneſs in afflictions; . 


then did they find that they were Kings & Prieſts 
to God; or as St. Peter calls them, a Rey all ror 
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bead Buoby the way 1 muſt let him ſee his error 

ſying, {That Pomifex maximus was an Officer 
eCinll State. This is not ſo, but 


the Civill Stare was ſubject ro him, as Feſtus ſhew- 
eth in rheſe words, Pontifex maximum Fudex ( Ars 
bites rerum divinarun ative humanarum eſt. He is 
Judge and Arbigrator both of Divine and Human 
things. So Tully confirms the ſame in his bration 
he made to the Pontifices for his houſe. Majores 
noſtri vos (& religionibus deorum immortalium 

reipablicæ ſumma præeſſe voluerunt. They had, faith he, 
not only the chief charge of Religion, but alſo of 
the State. And fhortly after, Oman Reipub. digni- 
tas, omnium ſala, vita, Hber tas, aræ, foci, Dit penatet, 
bana fortuna, dumicilia, veftre ſapientie, fidei, poteſtati- 
que canmiſſe & te e their & 
power was committed not only Religion, but᷑ alſo 
all things that concerned the Common: wealth. 
So Dionyſus, lib. 2. ſhewech that theſe Pontifi- 
ces were nullius poteſtati obnoxri, ſubject to no pow- 
er, nor were they to give an account of their acti: 
ons either to the Senat or the People. They had 
the ſame honours which they were wont to give 
to their Kings, and more, for no man had 
the honor to be carried in a Chariot to the Capi- 
toll, but onely the Pontifex; therefore this office 
and honor was ſo great, that Numa himſelf would 
be Pontifex , and fo were divers Conſuls Julius 
Ceſar, and the Emperours after him, diſcharged 
that Office themſelves, as holding it unfit that it 
ſhould be ſubject to any Civill er, but that it 
ſhould be incorporated in the — civil oſſice. 


Laſtly he tells us (Chap. 47.) [ That Ariffotles 
Metaphyficks, Ethicks, and Politicks, the frivolous di- 
I flinHons, batbarous terms and obſcure; language of the 
Schoolmen, ferve to keep theſe errors from being dete- 
ed ] gut in this he is as much deceived, as antes 
. other 
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other Tenets; for next to the 2 Ariftutles 


the 
reateſt helps our men have had ro dei theſe 
—— of Gr Adverfiries which, he entio- 
ned. Our Modern Divines have made great uſe of 
theſe in handling their cQtroverſies,as way be ſeen 
eaſily by thoſe that read them. Ay for School Pi- 
vines, which he ſo much flights ; becauſe, it ſcenn, 
he is little acquaimied with them; we have teaſun 
to oſteem welf ol their pain who with ſuch dex- 
teriry aud method have gathered together into 
brief ſums and ſyſtems, the vaſt ſcattcred and diſ- 
pcrſed body of Piyivity 3 and by that, ſhort and 
witty diſtinctions in very fignificant and fit terms, 
though not Cicergnian, have diſſolved many hard 
and xnotty doubts. If the Civilians think them- 
ſclyts bound ta Juftinian, who reduced the vaſt 
and diſordered volumes of the Law into ſhore In- 
ſtitutions, Digeſts,and the Code; why ſhould not 
Di vines thank Lumbard, Aquin, and other School - 
men fat their pains in contracting the voluminous 
works of the Greek and Latin Fathers into ſhort 
and compendious methodical diſputations. 

In his Review he plcads for this diſcoutſe [As 
not being contrary either to the word of Gd, or good 
manners, or to the difiurbance of the publick Tranquilli- 
ty ] How far this plea of his wil extend and hold 
good, may be ſeen in the particulars of this m 
Anſwer. But I findnow the reaſon why he hath fo 
much inveighed againſt Ariſtetle,jit ſeems be ſtands 
in his way, and keeps him back from attaining the 
honour of being read in the Univerſities; he rold 
us before (Chap. 46). [ That ſeeing Ariffotle is ately 
read there, that therefore this ſtuch is not to be called 
Philoſophy,but Ariſtotelity.] Now he ſays. . That this 
bis diſcourſe may be profitably printed, and more — 
tably taught in the Univerſities. ] Can you b — 

im 
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um now for grumbling at Ariſtotie, whoſe bright- 
neſs dorh ſo much dale his weak light, that he 
cannot be ſeegp the Colledges { Sm cniq; pull 
chrum. JI knd Apes and Crows think their own 
brood faireft z who then can blame Mr. Hobbs for 
having ſo good a conceit of his Leviathan, who 
perhaps thinks. That by his neefings « light doth ſhine, 
and his eyes are like the eye-lids of add morning; thut 
ont of his month gor burning lamps, and ſparks of fire 
leap out.] Fob 41. But doubt me for all this he 
will come ſhort of his expectation, and miſſe of 
his mark 3 it will not be an cafe matter for Mr. 
Hobbs to juſtle Ariftotle out of the Univerſities, 
nor to make Matnighury fo famous as Stagire, 
though his Leviathan were as ſtrong as Jobs, [ whe 
efteemeth Fron as flraw, and braſs as rotten weed.) 
What is a Pigmy to encounter wich Hercules? 
Shall the Beetle thruſt the Eagle out of his Neſt ? 
There is no wiſe man will exchange the light of 
the Sun with that of a Candle. The 7ewes have a 
fabulous Tradition, that Leviathan is of ſo vaſt a 
body, that he encompaſſeth rhe whole earth, and 
purſueth the Sun in his courſe, labouring ro put 


out his light; de te fabula narretur, I think Mr. 


Hobbs hath the like conceir of his Leviathan, that 
it ſhall be difperſed over all the world, and fhall 
extinguiſh Ariſtotle the light of learning: Bur 1 
think the Fable of one Ella a Jew will be fitter 
for him, Ne wrires that Leviathan is a great Fiſh, 
laid up long fince in Pickle, to be food for the juft 
in the kingdom of the Meſſia here on earth. 
Mr. Hobbs expecteth ſuch a kingdom, therefore 1 
think he cannot imploy his Leviathan better then 
to ſalt it againft that day, that he with the other 
ſubjects of that imaginary kingdom may feaft and 
make good cheer therewith, But in good earacſt 
L wiſh Mr. Hobbs had been more modeſt then to 
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flight ſo ſcornfully:Ariflat/e and ſo many other 
eminent lights of-Irarnings this was not the way
